The diatribution of stock among 
aenatora and cungreaanaen at a time whon 
legislation affecting the interest of thoeii- 
terprine was before tlie committee on pa- 
tents, is a scandalous proceeding that 
requires searching copgressional inquiry . 
The extra^dinary iiie'asiire adopted by the 
department of justice and of the interior 
to teat the validity of the patents, when 
the attornoy-gonernland prominent bureau 
ohief are largo stockholders in local tele- 
I^hona companies, demands immediate 
executive action, or, if that be withheld, a 
thorbdgh-inyeBtigation by the house of 
representatives. The New York Tribune 
oongratulatoij the democratic proas upon 
its fairnoaa and independence in rebuking 
prominent oUiuials in its own party. It 
say^ the domocrntio press approached the 
scandal with reluctance, but when it once 
took up the subject it dealt with it with 
buldnons and dieaisive vigor. Hera our 
political opponents do things in a difl'erent 
way. Timber limits, mining limits, rail- 
way contracts, and a dozen other thiiiga 
are done hen) that would destroy the 
political chiinoea of the atrongeat man in 
the neighboring republic. At this moment 
the men who sold the Pacific railway 
charter, mul raised money to use in their 
' elections, are at the head of the govern- 
ment, and have been for seven years, 
whilu men in the neighboring republic 
who were even suspected were as uffoct 
UftUy killed as if they had bean subjected 
to military execution.

Prbfeaior Baird, of the Smithaouian'In- 
atitute, Washington, does not favor a re- 
newal of tho (ishury clauses of the Wash- 
ington treaty. Ue maintains that the 
value of the haheriea on the Canadian 
coast has declined greatly within a few 
years. He eays, first, that tho fish have 
changed their habita and are now found 
further off shore; and, second, that with 
the improved appliances now in uae deup 
water fiahing is more profitable and more 
generally followed.

Facts and Ggurea are ngainat 
the profeiBor, who has not brought any 
trustworthy evidence to Buatuin him 
There are some years when fish are more 
numerous than in any otbor years. There 
have been eeaaona when the run of salm- 
on. id the Fraser was so light that canner- 
ies have been condtieted at a luas; 
and there have been other seasons 
when fiah have come in so plentifully that 
all that were caught could not bo packed, 

.. Professor Baird has perhaps aeleotod the 
Btatiatics of one of these short years to 

, base his opinion upon — an opinion winch 
we must be excused for saying, in the face 
of hia^ '{greAt facjehtific reputation, ia ab- 
■urd. ' 'There was a good deal in what the 
professor suya about improved appliancoa 
enabling the fiaherinen to ply their avoca- 
tion in deep water; but fiah will approach 
tho shore to spawn. They have not 
changed their habits in that regard uiileas, 
indeed, they have ceased to breed, an idea 
that no person would entertain seriously. 
There ia no reason to believe that the 
coastal fiaheriea are not as valuable to-day 
as they ever were.

Losno.v, March iJ. — The Austrian gov- 
ernment haa demanded of Prince Nicolas 
of Montenegro au explanation of hia 
plana for the oonatruetion of a port at 
xVntivari. It ia reported that Prince 
Nicolaa has been supplied with funds 
from tho lluaaian treasury to enable him 
to create a port under tho plans of tho 
lluaaian military engineers. Tho real ob- 
ject of tho Russian govorjinient it is as- 
Horted is lo oatabliah a secret Russian 
naval rendezvous on the Mediterranean. 
.\u!jtria under tho 29th article of the 
treaty of Berlin claims Antivari to be 
under the militiiry iind police control of 
.Vuatria, and that Moiitonegrin veaaels 
are under the protection of the Austria 
llag. 

Queen Victoria spontaneously paid a 
great compliment to America to-d.-iy in 
receiving Mrs. I'lielpa, wife of the U. S. 
ininiator, in private audience at Windsor 
ouatlo. Mrs. Phulpa, accoiiqj.iuii'd by the 
Earl and Counteaa of Uoaobery and 
party, mot at Windsor station and were 
conveyed to the castle by aueieial court 
carriages. The countess presented Mrs. 
I'helps in the ombaasador'a room. Tho 
(jLioen received Mra. Pholpa most ecu-dial- 
ly ; conversed with her some tiino. Ho- 
epeeting receiving the minister's wife pri 
viitoly by tho ljuoon it is most pliontMU- 
enal, tho honor is due only to the 
wife of an amhasssdor. The bono? is 
more marked bcoauso thg Queen will hold 
a drawing room shortly, at which the cus- 
toniury presentation of rainiatera' wivea 
will bu made. 

Mr. Moi'ley, tho now chief secretary for 
[rolrtiid, in the houao of comuiona thia 
afternoon, indicated by hia answers to 
rjueatiniia about the diatreai in Ireland, 
that the government would soon start re- 
lief worka in all thu woatorn parts of Ire - 
land. 

Sir Henry Jame.'j, liberal, formerly at- 
torney general, addresaiiig conatituenta in 
LaiicaHhiro last evoniuij, 8[)oko in justifi- 
cation of hia aecession from Mr. Glad- 
stone. 'I'he creation of an Irish parlia- 
ment, he aaid, would call inti> exijtence a 
power, tlu'i fear of whose hostility to Eng- 
land would over exist. Neither he nor 
Lord Uartington intended to form a new 
parly, but both would loyally support 
(iladatone'a general policy. "Mr. Glad- 
stone," added Sir Henry, "genuronsly 
oiforad mu an inqjorlant office in tho 
houao of commoiiB. I was compelled to 
decline both these olTera iu atiaenaa of 
pledges which the government was unable 

to giVQ. 

6 p, m-— Snow contluuea to fall heavily 
in the north of England. Trafllo on 
many railways is entirely blockaded. 

Messrs. Harrington and Davitt, nom- 
ineoa for election in the Dublin chamber 
of ooinmorc'e, have been rejected by that 
body. 

As a result of conservative meeting at 
the Carleton olub. Sir JMichael Uicks- 
Beacli in the cuminons this evening press- 
ed Mr. Gladalono to allow tho diacusaion 
nil Mr. Sexton's motion agaiiiat Lord 
Randolph Churchill to take place to-mor- 
row night. Mr. Qladatone replied that 
the courao suggested was moat unfair; 
that the house should (irat consider the 
motioiia that have preceded that of Mr. 
Sexloii'a. Mr. Gladatone waa.not inclined 
lo yield. 

The Welah members of the liberal parly 
have united in intimating to Mr. Glad- 
atone that it will bu impoaaiblo for them 
to support any proposal tending to tho ea- 
tabhahment of separate parliament in 
Ireland. 

Expulsion of Freuch Princes. 



Paki.s, Feb. 2^. — Prince Jerome Na- 
poleon (Plon-Plon) publishes a letter, 
in which he protests against the pro- 
po.sed proKcriiHion of French princes, 
and iusiais that auob treatment is un- 
fair. The Bonaparti.sts, he doem.'j, were 
(lefeuiler.s of tlio constitution. Wliat tlio 
Republic requires to increase ita 
slrongth and prestige, he say.s, i.s a re- 
form in matterfl of government. The ex- 
pulsion of th<3 princes would tend to 
the de.struction of tiie Republic. Prince 
Napoleon also takes occasion to criti- 
ijisi; ilie manner in which tlie Pre.sidcnt 
ia chosen. He sayn the piojile ahonkl 
be allowed to elect their own chief 
iimgiHtriitc, and that tho method -which 
gives tho power of selection to the Na- 
tional A-ssembly should be abolisiied. 

Premier De Freycinet, when e.xaiiiin- 
ed by a committee yesterday, denifitl 
the exi.stence of royalist [)lot/j again.st 
the republic. The comniittoe, by a vote 
of 10 to 7, rejected a proposal for tho 
(;xj)uli.ion of the prince.s, and adopted, 
by a vote of 11 to 8, a motion giving 
the ministry power to expel princes if 
necehsary. 

Wic havo lieard of sword swallow- 
ing, aiul seen it too, for that matter, 
liui wo have never hoard nor .seen any- 
one who could digest champagne glaas- 
es, and yet thia appears to be possible, 
judging from the following incident, 
which occurred in a Borlin cafe the 
other day. Tt apjioars that one Griese, 
a mason, and a laborer named Schliak, 
vibited the cnfe, and drank several 
glasses of beer, after whioh they order- 
ed champagne. The sparkling drink 
seems fco have entirely deprived them 
of their senses, for Griesa commenced, 
according to the unanimous evidence 
of the eye-witnesaes, to eat the glasscB, 
stands, stems and all. Thia [leculiar ap- 
petite naturally evoked noisy atten- 
tiouH on tlio part of the other guests, 
and, just as the glasa eater, had .oh©w- 
cd up and gulped down the second of 
the glasses, the pro|)riotor of the cafe 
made his ap[)earancb, and put liis veto 
on the proceedingH. — Paris Paper.

OrrAWA, March 2.— -Britiah Columbia 
members are strongly urging the tiovern- 
meiit tvi make certain amendments to thu 
Chiiieae restriction act of last seaaion, 
whioh they repreaent falls abort of what 
ia required to keep tho Chineae out of that 
province. Although each Cliinaman now 
entering tho coMutry ia obliged to pay §50 
before he can land they are aaaiat^id in 
evailing the law by their countiyiuen,who 
were reaidents in the C3untry at the time 
of the pasaago of tho Chineae restriction 
act. Thoae are entitled to certificates 
without a foe to return without paying 
tlio SfiO exacted from those who never 
h.u-e been iu t ho country before. Tho re 
sidoiit Chiuaiiieii obtain their certihcacea 
and forward thi;m to their friends in Chi- 
na, who on arriving OB British soil simply 
hand their oertiScatoa lo Cuatoms ofQcers 
and are allowed to land without paying 
tho regular tax. In the governor-gener- 
al's apoech reference w;ia made to a pro- 
poaed ainoiidiuent to the Chineae act, and 
it will probably bo in thu direction of tak- 
ing away theae certilicatea, which appear 
to be the only meana by whioh the exiat- 
ing evil can be remedied.
